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PREFACE 

Beginning with this issue, an annotated bibliography of tech¬ 
nical materiala in the field of fundamental education will be published 
monthly by the Education Clearix^ House of Unesoo. 

The reason for such publication is two-fold. On the one 
hand, a rapidly increasing demand upon the Clearing House indicates 
that people engaged or interested in fundajiiental education prog¬ 
rammes are in urgent need of information about material r elevant to 
this expanding field. On the other hand,_a considerable body of 
literature, both published and unpublished, is already in existence 
which would be of use to such persons. It is, however, extremely 
difficult to find, since it consists of data on a broad range of 
subjects, issued from widely diverse sources, in many different 
languages, in countries throughout the world. The task of the 
Abstracts is to discover and report on this material. 

In scope,, the Abstracts will necessarily be highly selective, 
slnoe the aim of the Clearing House is to make available information 
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concerning significant projects, effective metliods, and important 
technical materials which practical people would find useful. The 
attempt will be made to cover all subject fields relevant to fundamen¬ 
tal educations These subjects include teaching materials on literacy 
skills; economic education (agriculture, conservation, co-operatives, 
crafts* and rural small industries); political education (citizenship, 
government); home life and family relationships; health education; 
and reoreation. Accounts of how fundamental education is arranged and 
administered, as wall as data on individual programmes, and on teach¬ 
ing methods and techniques will also be covered. All countries will 
he included, hut chief emphasis will he placed on data concerning 
less economically developed areas and underprivileged groups in more 
highly industrialized countries. 

Clearly such an enterprise as this must be co-operative to 
succeed and the co-operation of readers is urgently sought. Field 
workers, research students, euid others ore earnestly requested to 
send in materials to the Clearing House. Without such co-operation, 
it will often he impossible for the Clearing House to know of the 
existence of important items and so let others knew in turn. Critical 
comments and suggestions vrill also be most welcome as a means of 
improving our service. 

Each issue of the Abstracts v/ill contain two sections. 

Section A v^ill list materials on the theory and practice of f\mda- 
mental education, arranged alphabetically by country, following an 
initial "General" heading. Section B will list teaching materials 
useful in ftindamental education, arranged by media, i.e. textbooks, 
films and filmstrips, other visual aids, etc.
